Newsmen To Indian 
Border For Tibet Story 


Attention focused on the small In- 
dian caravan center of Kalimpong this 
week when Tibet revolted and news- 
men rushed to the border town to get 
the story. 

No correspondent was in Tibet when 
the revolution started and none is al- 
lowed to enter. American news media 
rushed their newsmen to the border 
from New Delhi and other points to get 
what news they could of the uprising. 

The N.Y. Times sent its New Delhi 
bureau chief,, Elie Abel, to Kalimpong, 
nineteen days by yak from the Tibetan 
capital of Lhasa, the end of last week; 
then he went on to nearby Sikkim. The 
Times is also using Reuters dispatches. 

AP has Watson Sims, chief of New 
Delhi bureau, working on the story as 
well as Henry Bradsher at the India- 
Tibet border. 

UPI’s resident correspondent in 
Calcutta, A.K.Das, went to Kalimpong; 
then, for better communications and to 
be closer to the scene of action, he 
went on to Gangtok in Sikkim. 

A B.K. Tiwari, resident correspondent 

in New Delhi, is also on the story.

The AP’s Stan Carter, who had been 
first man in to cover the uprising in 
northern Iraq was still sending out 
copy. Douglas Brown, London Daily 
Telegraph, Erik Durschmeid of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corp., and Joe 
Falletta, finishing a film assignment for 
CBS, were the other three. 

Meantime Soviet and satellite cor 


respondents were pouring in while 
Western newsmen vainly waited for 
visas. 


Three American newsmen were ex- 
pelled on less than twelve hours’ no- 
tice last week. Larry Collins, UPI; 
Winston Burdett, CBS; and William Mc- 
Hale, Time-Life, went to Beirut. Denis 
Fodor of Time was refused entry at 
the Baghdad airport. 

McHale, who had obtained an ex- 
clusive interview with Premier Abdul 
Karim Kassim a week before, finally 
got time, after his expulsion order was 
delivered, to read the inscription on a 
signed photograph Karim had given him 
on the conclusion of the interview. It 
reads: ‘“‘This is my gift to every noble 
Newsman who battles for the freedom 
of people everywhere in the world.”
